Ths president's recommendations 


with respect to the trusts have been 
awaited with natural intense inter- 
est, but he does not declare any new 
view. -He holds the great corporate 
combinations to bo a legitimate 
phase of our tremendous economic de- 
velopment and not per se factors to 
be considered a menace to the na- 
tional, social or individual welfare. 
He believes that blind assault upon 
the trusts by weapons of legislation 
is far more apt to do harm than good. 
He admits, however, that the trusts 
present in some aspects dangers that 
are real "and grave, but expresses be- 
lief that remedies may be found 
which, while curbing the rapacity of 
great combinations, will not in any 
wise constitute obstacles to our in- 
dustrial development or retard our 
supremacy in the world's commerce. 
Again lie urges publicity of the af- 
fairs and workings of the trusts as 
an efficacious remedy. 
With this in 


view he recommends the creation of a 
new executive department to have 
specific relation to our commerce and 
industries, through which federal 
supervision of corporations doing an 
inter-state business may be achieved. 


That the president is a firm ad- 


herent of the ultra protectionist pol- 
icy of his party is clearly set out. 
While recommending that revision of 
some tariff schedules is desirable, he 
makes plain his belief that any radi- 
cal alteration of the Diagley law will 
be f raugfcit with hazards not to be in- 
vited now. On the question of reci- 
procity he is more distinct, but his 
recommendations seem to fall much 
short of the spirit of President Mc- 
Kinley's last public utterance, de- 
livered at Buffalo the day before he 
was shot*

the reciprocity treaties submitted by 
his predecessor. 


That President Hoosevelt approach- 


ed consideration of the shipping sub- 
sidy question 
with misgiving and 


dismissed it with doubt Is rather pat- 
ent, He laments that our merchant 
marine is far behind our prodigious 
development in production and com- 
merce and regrets profoundly that 
the bulk of our commerce is earned 
in foreign bottoms, calling attention 
to the subsidization 
by -other na- 


tions of merchant vessels and the 
military advantages to be so gained. 
But he does not urge enactment of a 
subsidy law, He briefly expresses 
desire that congress -will do some- 
thing on this head.

Columbia street by order of the po- 
lice department instances, as did the 
Henze affair, that the mayor can get 
rid of the joints where women resort 
and disreputable houses with saloon 
attachments if he chooses. He has 
ordered beer dances suppressed, to- 
gether with illegal liquor traffic in 
connection with them, and in the 
same way, if he wishes, he can sup- 
press gambling and kindred vices by 
similar stringent 
measures. 
This 


applies equally to the illegal sale of 
liquor after 11 o'clock at night and 
to the Sunday saloons, his own order 
allowing them to keep open, notwith- 
standing. It depends on the wish 
to enforce the law, not on the possi- 
bility of enforcing it. That is com- 
paratively easy. 


THE MESSAGE, 


President Koosevelt's first annual 


message to congress is a vastly more 
readable document than most ststte 
papers of the kind have been. One 
is first perhaps impressed with i 
vigor and, notwithstanding its al- 
most appalling length, its concise- 
ness. It "bears the marks of the train- 
ed literary hand. 
If there is any 


evidence of striving, it is that what 
is said shall be plainly said, and in 


must come to the country through 
such enactments. 


The president has some positive 


things to say with reference to the 
army and he goes much into detail of 
what he desires to see 'accomplished. 
That his views are -those of a man 
who knows what he is saying is 
plain.

efficiency of the service.

To the Senate and House of Rep- 


resentatives:—The congress assem- 
bles this year under the shadow of 
a great calamity. On the 6th of 
September President McKinley was 
shot by an anarchist while attend- 
ing the Pan-American exposition 
at Buffalo and died in that city on 
the 14th of that month. 


Of the last seven elected presi- 


dents he is the third who has been 
murdered, and the bare recital of 
this fact is sufficient 
to justify 


grave alarm among all loyal Amer- 
ican citizens. 
Moreover, the cir- 


cumstances of this, the third assas- 
sination of an American president, 
have a .peculiarly sinister signifi- 
cance, Both President Lincoln and 


gains after a lifetime of unremit- 
ting labor, largely in the service 
of the public. Still less was power 
struck at in the sense that power 
is irresponsible or centered in the 
hands of 
one 
individual. 
The 


•blow was not aimed at tyranny of 
v/ealth.. It was aimed at one of 
the strongest champions the wage- 
worker has ever had, at one of the 
most faithful representatives 
of 


the system of pubic rights and 
representative 
government 
who

office. 


President McKinley filled that ipo- 
"litical office for which the entire 
people vote, and no president—not

more earnestly anxious to repre- 
tent the well thought-out wishes 
of the people; his one anxiety in 
every crisis was to keep in closest 
touch with the people—to find out 
what they thought and to endeavor 
to give expression to their thought

•President Garfield were killed by 
assassins of types unfortunately 
not uncommon 
in our 
history; 


President Lincoln falling a victim 
to the terrible passions aroused by 
four years of civil war and Presi- 
dent Garfield ' to the 
revengeful 


vanity of a disappointed 
office- 


seeker. 
President McKinley was 


killed by an utterly depraved crim- 
inal belonging to that 
body of 


criminals who object to all govern- 
ments, good and bad alike, who 
are against any form of popular 
liberty if it is guaranteed by even 
the most just and liberal laws, and 
who are as hostile to the upright 
exponent of n free people's sober 
will as to the tyrannical and ir- 
responsible despot. 


•TRIBUTE TO M'KItfLEY. 


It is not too much to say that at 


the time of President McKinley's 
death he was the most widely loved 
man in all the 
United 
States; 


while we have never had any pub- 
lic man of his position who has 
been so wholly free from the bitter 
animosities incident to public life, 
His political opponents were the 
first to bear the heartiest and most 
generous trbute to the broad kind- 
liness of nature, t:\e sweetness 
and gentleness of charter which 
so endeared him to Ins close asso- 
ciates. 'To a standaid of lofty in- 
tegrity in public life he united 
the tender affections and home vir- 
tues which are all-important 
in 


the maks-up of national character* 
A gallant soldier in the great war 
for the union, he also shone as an 
example to all our people because 
of his conduct in the most sacred 
and intimate 
of home relations. 


There coxild be no personal hatred 
of him, for he never acted with 
aught but consideration for the 
welfare of others, l.'o one could 
fail to respect him who knew him 
in public or private life. The de- 
fenders of those murderous crim- 
inals who seek to excuse 
their 


criminality 'by asserting that it is 
exercised for 
political 
ends in- 


veigh against wealth 
and irre- 


sponsible power. But for this as- 
sassination even this base apology 
cannot bo urged. 


WEALTH NOT STRUCK AT. 


President McKinley was a man 


of moderate means, a man whose 
stock sprang from the sturdy till- 
ers of the soil, who had himself 
belonged among the wagewcrkers 
who had entered the army as a 
private soldier. Wealth was not 
atfttck at wneit the president was 
asSAivinated, but the honest toil 
whlcn i* content with moderate 


after having endeavored to guide 
that thought aright. He had just 
been re-elected to the presidency 
because the majority of ourcitteens, 
the majority of our fanners and 
wage-workers, believed that he had 
faithfully upheld their 
interests 


for four years. 
They felt them- 


selves in close and intimate touch 
with him. They felt that he rep- 
resented so well and so honorably 
all their ideals and 
aspirations 


that they wished him to continue 
for another four years to represent 
them. 


And this was the man at whom 


the assassin struck! 
That there 


might be nothing lacking to com- 
plete the Judas-like infamy of his 
act, he took advantage of an occa- 
sion when the president was meet- 
ing the people generally, and ad- 
vancing as if to take the hand 
outstretched to him in. kindly and 
brotherly fellowship, he turned the 
noble and generous confidence of 
the victim into an opportnity to 
strike the fatal blow. There is no 
baser deed in' all the 
annals of 


crime. 


SHOCK YET BITTER 


The shock, the grief of the coun- 


try, are bitter in the minds of all 
who saw the dark days, while tlie 
president yet 'hovered between life 
and death. At last 
;fch£ light was 


Etilled in tthe kindly eyes and the 
brea'th went 
from the lips that 


evan in mortal agony uttered no 
word s.iva of fovgive-ness to his 
murderer, of Iov3 for his friends, 
and of unfaltering trust in the 
will of the Most High. 
Such a 


'deatfo, crowning1 the glory cf such 
a life, leaves us -with infinite sor- 
row, but with, such pride in what 
he had accomplished 'and in his 
own personal character, that we 
feel the blow not as struck at M;u. 
•but as strudk at the nation. We 
mourn -a good and great president 
who is dead; but while we mourn 
we are lifted up by the splendid 
•achievements cf his life and the 
grand lieroism with which he met 
his death. 


When we turn from the man io 


the nation, the harm done is so 
gr&i:t as -to excite our graves? ap- 
prehensions and to demand our 
wisest and most resolute action 
Tins criminal vras a professed an- 
archist, inflamed by the teachings 
of professed anarchist?, and prob 
ably 'also by the reckless titter 
ances of those who, on the stum; 
and in the public press, appeal t 
the dark and evil spirits of malic 
and greed, *nvy and sullen hatred. 
The wind is wired by the -men 
who preach sudi doctrinw, and 


they cannot escape tiheir ghare of 
responsibility for the whirlwind 
that is reaped* This applies alike 
to the crude and foolish, visionary 
who, 
for whatever reason, apolo- 


gizes for crime or excites aimless 
discontent. 


The blow was aimed not a't this 


president, but at all presidents; at 
every symbol of government. Pres- 
ident McKinley was a# emphati- 
cally the embodiment of the pepu- 
lar will of the nation expressed 
through the forms of law as a New 
England town meeting is in sim- 
ilar fashion the embodiment of the 
law-abiding purpose and practice 
of tlia town. 
On no conceivable 


theory could the murder of the 
president 'be accepted as due to 
protest against "inequalities in the 
social order," save as the murder of 
nil the freemen engaged in a town 
meeting could be accepted -as a 
protest against that social inequal- 
ity which puts a malefactor in jail. 
Anarchy is no more an expression j 
of "social discontent" than picking 
pockets or wife-beating. 


ANARCHIST CRIMINAL TYPE 


Tfoe anarchist, and especially the 


anarchist in the United States, is 
merely one type of criminal, more 
dangerous than any other becaxise 
he represents the same depravity 
i3i a greater degree. The man who 
advocates anarchy directly or indi- 
rectly, in any shape or fashion, or 
the man who apologizes for anar- 
chists and 'tiheir deeds, makes him- 
self morally accessory to murder 
before the fact. The anarchist is 
a crlmhial whose 
perverted in- 


stincts le-ad him to prefer cont'u- 
sjon and chaos to the most benefi- 
cent form *f social order. 
His 


protest cf concern for workingmcn 
is outrageous in its impudent 
falsity; far if the political institu- 
tions of this country do not afford 
opportunity to every honest and 
.intelligent son of toil, then the 
door of hope is 
forever closed 


ag'ain&t lri;n. The anarchist 
Is 


everywhere not merely tho enemy 
of system and of progress, but the 
deadly foe of liberty, If ever an- 
archy is triumphant, its triumph 
will last for but one red moment, 
to ba succeeded for ages by. the 
gloomy nig-lit of despotism* 


For 
ths 
'anarchist 
(himself, 


whether fte preaches or practices 
his doctrines, vre need not Stave one 
particle more concern than for any 
ordinary murderer. He is not the 
victim of social or political injus- 
tice. There are no wrongs to rem- 
edy in 'Ms case. The cauea of his 
criminality is to be found in his 
own evil passions and in the evii 
con'duct of those who urge him on, 
not in any failure by others or 
•by the state to do justice to him 
or his. He is a malefactor and 
11 sbhdng else* He is in 110 sense, 
in no sEh&pa or. way, a "product of 
social conditions,•*•' save as a high- 
wayman is "produced" by the fact 
that ail unarmed man happens to 
have a purse. It is a traves:y upon 
the great and holy u-ames of lib- 
erty and freedom to permit them to 
ba invoked in such a cause. No 
man or body of men preaching an<- 
arohistic doctrines should be -allow- 
ed at large anymcrethan if preach- 
ing the murder of some specified 
private individual. 
Anarchistic 


speeches 
writings, and meetings 


are essentially seditious and trea- 
sonable. 


I earnestly 
recommend to the 


congress that in the exercise of its 
wisa discretion it should take into 
consideration the coining to this 
country of anarchists or persons 
professing principles hostile to all 
government' and 
justifying the 


murder of those placed in author- 
ity. 
Such individuals as those 


who not long ago gathered in open 
meeting to glorify tflie murder of 
King Humbert of Italy perpetrate 
a crime, and the lav/ should insure 
tflieir rigorous punishment. They 
and those like t&ean should be kept 
out cf this country; and if found 
hero they should be promptly de- 
ported t'o the country whence they 
came; and far-rcao3iing provision 
should be made for the punishment 
of those who stay.- Wo matter calls 
more urgently for the 
wisest 


thought of the congress. 


The federal courts should be giv- 


en jurisdiction over any man who 
kills or attempts to kill the presi- 
dent or any other man who by the 
constitution or by law is in line of 
succession 
for 
the 
presidency, 


while the punishment for an un- 
successful attempt should be pro- 
portioned to the enormity of the of- 
fense against our institutions. 


Anarchy is a crime against the 


whole human race; and all man- 
kind should band against the an* 
archists. 
His crime 
should be 


made an offense against the law 
of nations, like piracy and that 
form of manstcaling known as the 
slave trade; for it is of far black- 
er infamy than either. It should 


ly of -the anarchist position was af- 
forded by the attitude of the law 
toward this veiy criminal who had 
just taken the life of the president. 
The people would have torn him 
limb from limb if it had not been 
that the lew he defied was at once 
invoked in his behalf. So far from 
liis deed being committed on be- 
half of the people against the gov- 
ernment, the government was ob- 
liged at once to exert its full police 
power to save liim from instant 
death at the hands of the people. 
Horeover, 'his deed worked not the 
slightest dislocation in or govern- 
ment system, and the danger of a 
recurrence of such deeds, no matter 
liow great it might grow, would 
work only in the direction of 
strengthening and giving harsh- 
ness to the forces of order. No man 
v/ill ever be restrained from be- 
coming president by any fear as to 
his personal safety. If the risk to 
the president's life became great, 
it would mean that the office would 
make them resolute and merciless 
in dealing with every friend of dis- 
order. Tdiis great country will not 
fall into anarchy, and if anarchists 
should ever become a serious men- 
ace to its institutions, they would 
not merely be stamped out, but 
would involve 'in their own ruin 
every active or passive sympathiz- 
er with their doctrines. The Amer- 
ican people are slow to wrath, but 
when their wrath is once kindled 
it burns like a consuming flame.

The men who are idle or credulous, 
the men -who seek gains not by 
genuine work with head or hand 
but by gambling in any form, are 
always a source of menace not only 
to themselves but to others. 
If 


the business world Icses its head, 
it loses what legislation cannot 
supply. 
Fundamentally the wel- 


fare of each citizen, and therefore 
the welfare of the aggregate of cit- 
izens 
which makes 
the nation, 


must resit upon individual thrift 
and energy, resolution and intelli- 
gence. ' Nothing can take the place 
of the individual 
capacity; but 


wise legislation and honest and in- 
telligent administration can give 
it the fullest s^ope, the largest op- 
portunity to work to good effect. 


DISCUSSION OF TRUSTS. 


The tremendous and highly com- 


plex industrial development which 
went on with ever accelerated rap- 
idity during the latter half of tho 
nintaenth century brings us face 
'to face, at the beginning of the 
twentieth, with very serious social 
problems. 
The old laws, 
and 


the old customs 
which had al- 


most the binding force of law, were 
once quite sufficient to regulate the 
accumulation and distribution of 
wealth. 
Since 
the 
industrial 


changes which have so enormously 
increased the productive power of 
mankind, 
they 
are no 
longer 


sufficient. 


The growth of cities has gone on 


beyond comparison faster than the 
growth 
of the country, and the. 


upbuilding of the great industrial 
centers has meant a startling in- 
crease, not merely in the aggregate 
of wealth, but in the number of 
very large individual, and especial- 
ly of very large corporate, fortunes, 
The creation 
of these great cor- 


porate fortunes has not been diio 
to the tariff nor to any other gov- 
ernmental action, but to natural 
causes in the business world, op- 
erating in other countries as they 
operate in our own. 


The process has aroused much 


antagonism, a great part of which 
is wholly without warrant. It is 
not true 
that as the 
rich have 


grown richer the poor have grown 
poorer. 
On the contrary, never 


before has the average man, the 
wage-worker, the farmer, the small 
trader, been so v/ell off as in this 
country and at the present time. 
There have been abuses connected 
with the accumulation of wealth, 
yet it remains true that a fortune 
accumulated in legitimate business 
can be accumulated by the person 
specially benefitted only on condi- 
tion of conferring immense inci- 
dental benefits upon others. Suc- 
cessful enterprise, 
of the 
type 


which benefits all mankind can on- 
ly exist if the conditions are such as 
to offer great prizes as the rewards 
of success. 


be so declared by treaties among 
all civilized powers.

FOLLY OF ANARCHY. 


A grim commentary upon the fol 


<HUEAT WOBK BY GREAT MEN, 


The captains of industry 
who 


have driven the railway systems 
across this continent, 
who have 


built up our commerce, who have 
developed our manufactures, hare 
on the whole done great good to 


have taken place. 
Moreover, we 


should recognize the immense im- 
portance to this material develop* 
oneut of leaving as unhampered as 
is compatible with the public good 
the strong and forceful men upon 
whom the 
success 
of business 


operations inevitably rests, 
The 


slightest study of business condi- 
tions will satisfy anyone capable 
of forming a judgment that the 
personal equation is the most im- 
portant factor in a business opera- 
tion; that the business ability of 
the man at the head of any busi- 
ness concern, big or little, is usual- 
ly the factor which fixes the gulf 
between striking success and hope- 
less failure. 


An additional reason for caution 


in dealing with 
corporations is 


to be found in the international 
commercial conditions 
of today. 


The 
same 
business 
conditions 


which have produced the great ag- 
gregations of corporate and indi- 
vidual wealth have 
made them 


very potent factors in international 
commercial competition, Business 
concerns which have the largest 
means at their disposal and are 
managed by the ablest men are 
naturally those 
which take the 


lead in the strife for commercial 
supremacy among the nations of 
the world. 


MAY INJURE OURSELVES. • 


America has only just begun to 


a&sume that commanding position 
in the international business world 
which we believe will more and 
more be hers. It is of the utmost 
importance that this position be 
not jeoparded, especially at a time 
when the overflowing abundance 
of our own natural resources and 
the skill, 
business 
energy and 


mechanical aptitude of our people 
make foreign markets 
essential. 


Under such conditions it would 'be 
most unwise to cramp or to fetter 
the youthful strength of our na- 
tion. 


Moreover, it cannot too often be 


pointed out that to strike with 
ignorant violence at the interests 
of one set of men almost inevit- 
ably endangers 
the interests of 


all. The fundamental rule in our 
national life—the rule which un- 
derlies all others—is that, on the 
whole, and in the long run, we 
shall go up or down together, 
There are exceptions, and in times 
of prosperity some will prosper far 
more, and in times of adversity 
some will suffer 
far more, than 


others, but speaking generally, a 
period of good times means that 
all share more or less in them, and 
in a period of hard times all feel 
the stress to a greater or less de- 
gree. It surely ought not to be 
necessary to enter into any proof 
of this statement; the memory of 
the lean, years which 
began in 


1893 is still vivid, 
and we can 


contrast them with the conditions 
in this very year which is now 
closing. Disaster to great business 
enterprises can never have its ef- 
fects limited to the men at the top. 
It spreads "throughout, and while 
it is bad -for everybody, it is worst 
for those farthest down. The cap- 
italist may be shorn of his lux- 
uries, but the wage-worker may be 
deprived of even bare necessities. 


MUST HAVE CARE. 


The mechanism of modern busi- 


ness is so delicate that extreme 
care must be taken not to interfere 
with it in a spirit of rashness or 
ignorance. 
Many of those 
who 


have made it their vocation to de- 
nounce the great industrial com- 
binations which are popularly, 
although 
with technical 
inac- 


curacy, known as "trusts/' appeal 
especially 
to hatred 
and 
fear. 


These are precisely the two emo- 
tions, particularly when combined 
with ignorance, which unfit men 
for the exercise of cool and steady 
judgment. In facing new indus- 
trial conditions the whole history 
of the world shows that legislation 
will generally be both unwise and 
ineffective unless undertaken after 
calm inquiry and with sober self- 
restraint. Much of the legislation 
directed at the trusts would have 
been exceedingly .mischievous had 
it not been entirely 
ineffective. 


In accordance with a well known 
sociological law, the ignorant 01 
reckless agitator 
has been 
the 


really effective friend of the evils 
which he has been nominally op- 
posing. In dealing with business 
interests, for the government to 
undertake by crude and ill-consid- 
ered legislation to do what may 
turn out to be bad would be to in- 
cur the risk of such far-reaching 
national disaster that it would be 
preferable to undertake nothing at 
all. The men who demand the im- 
possible or the undesirable serve 
as the allies of the forces with 
which they are nominally at war, 
for they hamper those who would 
endeavor to And out in rational 
faafoion what the wrongs really 
are and to what extent and in what 


All this is true) and yet it is also 


true that there are real and grave 
evils, one of the chief being over- 
capitalization because of its many 
baleful consequences, and a reso- 
lute and practical effort must be 
made to correct these fvils. 


There is a widespread conviction 


in the minds of the American peo- 
ple that the great 
corporations 


known as trusts are in certain of 
their features and tendencies hurt- 
ful to the general welfare* 
This 


springs from no spirit of envy or 
uncharitableuess, nor lack of pride 
in the great industrial achieve- 
ments that have placed this coun- 
try at the head of the 
nations 


struggling for commercial su- 
premacy. 


It does not rest upon a lack of 


intelligent appreciation of the ne- 
cessity of meeting changing 
and 


changed conditions of trade with 
new methods, nor upon ignorance 
of the fact that combination of cap- 
ital in the effort 
to accomplish 


great things is necessary when tho 
world's progress 
demands that 


great things be done. It is based 
upon sincere conviction that comT 
bination and concentration should 
be, not prohibited, but supervised 
and within reasonable limits con* 
trolled; and in my judgment this 
conviction is right. 


It is no limitation upon property 


rights or freedom of contract to 
require that when men receive from 
government the privilege of doing 
business under corporate form. 
which frees them from individual 
responsibility, 
and enables them 


to call into their enterprises the 
capital of the public, tHiey shall do 
so upon absolutely truthful rep- 
resentations as to the value of the 
property in which the capital is to 
be invested. Corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce should be 
regulated if they are found to ex- 
ercise a license working to the pub- 
lic itijury.lt should be as much the 
aim cf those who seek for social 
betterment to rid the business 
world of crimes of cunning as to 
rid the entire body politic of crimes 
of violence. Great corporations ex- 
ist only because they are created 
and safeguarded by our institu- 
tions; and it is therefore our right 
and our duty to see that they work 
in harmony 
with these institu- 


tions. 


FIEST BEMEDY IS PUBLICITY. 


The first essential in determining 


how to deal with -the great indus- 
trial combinations is knowledge of 
the facts—publicity. In the inter- 
est of the public, the government 
should have the right to 
inspect 


and examine the workings of the 
great corporations engaged in in- 
terstate business. Publicity is the 
only 
sure remedy which we can 


now invoke. What further reme- 
dies are needed in the way of gov- 
ernmental regulation, or taxation, 
can only be determined after pub- 
licity has been obtained, by pro- 
cess of law, and in the course of ad- 
ministration* 
The first requisite 


is knowledge, full and complete- 
knowledge which may be made 
public to the world. 


Artificial bodies, such as corpora- 


tions and joint stock or other as- 
sociations, depending upon any sta- 
tutory lav/ for their existence or 
privileges, 
should be subject to 


proper governmental supervision, 
and full and accurate information 
as to their operations should be 
made public regularly at reason- 
able intervals. 


The large corporations, common- 


ly called trusts, though organized 
in one state, always do business in 
many states, often doing very lit- 
tle business in the state where they 
are incorporated. 
There is- utter 


lack of uniformity in the state laws 
about them; and as no state has 
any exclusive interest in or power 
over their acts, it has in practice 
proved impossible to get adequate 
regulations through state action. 


NATIONAL SUPERVISION. 


Therefore in the interest of the 


whole 
people, the nation should, 


without interfering with the power 
of tho state in the matter itself, 
also assume power of supervision 
and regulation 
over all corpora- 


tions doing an interstate business. 
This is especially true where the 
corporation derives a portion of its 
wealth from the existence of somo 
monopolistic element or tendency 
in its business. 
There would be 


no harhship in such supervision; 
banks are subject to it, and in their 
case it is now accepted as a simple 
matter of course. Indeed, it is 
probable that supervision of cor- 
porations by the national govern- 
men need not go so far as is now 
the case with the supervision exer- 
cised over them by so conserva- 
tive a state as Massachusetts, in 
order to produce excellent results. 


When 
the 
constitution 
was 


adopted, at the end of the eight- 
eenth century, no human wisdom 
could foretell the vwtfeping change* 
«like in itidurtxiU and political 
condition*, which iretf to t*k* 


place by the beginning- of U» 
twentieth century. 
At that 
time 
•. 


it was accepted as a matter of 
course that the several etatei wttv 
the proper authorities to regulate, 
EO far as was then necessary, til* 
comparatively 
insignificant 
and 


strictly localized corporate bodiee 
cf the day. The conditions are iMrtr 
wholly different and wholly differ* 
cut action is called for. I believe 
That a law can be framed which 
will enable the national govern- 
ment to exercise control along the 
lines above indicated; profiting by 
the experience gained through the 
passage and administration ctf the 
interstate commerce act.

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


There should be created a cabi- 


net officer, to be known as secre- 
tary of commerce and industries, 
as provided in the bill introduced 
at the last session of congress. It 
should be his province to 'deal with 
commerce in, the broadest aense; 
including 
among 
many other 


things whatever concerns labor and 
all matters 
affecting 
the great 


business corporations and our mer- 
chant marine. 


The course proposed is one phase 


of what should be a comprehensive 
and far-reaching 
scheme of con- 


structive 
statesmanship 
for the 


purpose of broadening our market*, 
securing our business interests on 
a safe basis, and making firm our 
new position in. the international 
industrial world; while scrupulous- 
ly safeguarding the rights of wage* 
workers and capitalists, of investor 
and private citizen, so as to secure 
equity as between man and man in 
this republic. 


WELFARE OF WACKE-WORltEllS 


AVitCbi the sole exception, of the 


faming interest, no one m'atter is 
of suc'h vital moment to our wfcole 
people as the welfare xjf ths wage- 
workers. If the farmer and the 
wage-worker are well off, it is ab- 
solutely certain that all ethers will 
be well off too. It is thmtfore a 
matter for heai'ty congratulation 
that 011 the .whole wages are higher 
today in the United States than 
ever before in our history,.and far 
liig-hor than in any other country* 
Tha standard of liviBg is also 
'higher than ever 
before. Every

wherever possible. NVt only must

CITtL SERVICE REFORM. 


The merit system of making ap 


poitxtmeuts i* in its essence as dem 
ocnitic and American as the com 
mon school system itself* It simp 
Ijr means that in clerical and othe 
positions where the duties are en 
Jtirely non-political, all applicant 
thcmld have a fair field and in 


" 
favor, each standing on his merit 
as he is abl* to show them by prnc 
ttcal test. Written competitive ex 
mmtoations offer the only available 
means in many cases for applying 
this system. 
In other cases, a 


where laborers are employed, a sys 
ton. of registration undoubtedly 
can 1>e widely extended. There are 
of course, places where the written 
competitive examination cannot be 
•applied, and others where it offers 
by no- means an ideal solution, but 
where under existing political con- 
ditions it is, though aa imperfect 
xneaua, yet the best present means 
of getting satisfactory results* 


Wherever the conditions 
have 


permitted the application of the 
merit system in its fullest and 
widest sense, the gain to the gov- 
ernment has been immense. 
The 


navy yards and postal service il- 
lustrate, probably better than any 
other branches of the government, 
the great gain in economy, ef- 
ficiency and honesty due to the en- 
forcement of this principle. 


REFORM MUST BE EXTENDED. 


I recommend the passage of a law 


which will extenu the classified 
service to the District of Colum- 
bia, or will at leas: enable the 
president thus to extend .t. In my 
judgment all laws providing for the 
temporary employmeni of clerks 
should hereafter contain a provis- 
ion that they be selected under the 
civil service law. 


It is important to have this sys- 


tem obtain at home, but it is even 
more important to have it applie 1 
rigidly in our insular possessions 
Hot an office should be filled in the 
Philippines or Porto Eico with any 
regard to the man's partisan affili- 
ations or services, with any regard 
to the political, social or personal 
influence which lie may have at hi? 
command; in short, heed should be 
paid to absolutely nothing save the 
man's own character and capacity 
and the needs of the service. 


The administration of these is- 


lands should be as wholly free from 
the suspicion of partisan politics 
as the administration of the army 
and navy. 
All that we ask from 


the public servant in the Philip- 
pines or Porto Krico is that he reflect 
honor on his country by the way in 
which he makes that country's rule 
a benefit to the peoples who nave 
come under it. This is all that we 
should ask, and we cannot afford 
to be content with less. 


The merit system is simply one 


method of securing honest and ef- 
ficient administration of the gov- 
ernment; and in the long run the 
•sole justification of any type of 
government lies in its proving 
itself both honest and efficient. 


CONSULAR REFORMS. 


The consular service is now or- 


ganized under -the provisions of a 
law passed in 1856, which is en- 
tirely inadequate to existing condi- 
tions. 
The interest shown by so 


many commercial bodies through- 
out the country in the reorganiza- 


* tion of the service is heartily com- 


mended to your attention. Sev- 
eral bills providing for a new con- 
sular service have in recent years 
been submitted to the congress. 
They are based upon the just prin- 
ciple that appointments to the ser- 
vice should be m'ade only after a 
practical test of the 
applicant's 


fitness, that promotions should be 
governed 
by 
trustworthiness, 


adaptability and zeal in the per- 
formance of duty, and that the ten- 
ure of office should be unaffected 
by partisan considerations. 


The guardianship and fo&teiing 


of our rapidly expanding 
foreign 


commerce, the protection of Ameri- 
can citizens resorting to foreign 
countries in lawful pursuit of their 
affairs, and tlie maintenance of the 
dignity of the nation abro&d, com- 
•bine to make it essential that our 
consuls should 
be men of char- 


acter, 
knowledge and enterprise. 


It is true that the service is now, 
in the main, efficient, but a stand- 
ard of excellence cannot be perma; 
neatly maintained until the prin- 
ciples set forth in the bills hereto- 
fore submitted to the congress on 
this subject are enacted into law. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


In my judgment the time has ar- 


rived -when we should definitely 
make up our minds to recognize 
the Indian ad an individual and 
not a member of a tribe. The gen- 
eral 
allotment act is a mighty 


pulverizing engine to break up the 
tribal mass. It acts directly upon 
the family of the individual 
UH-

its 
provisions 
svmie sixty 


thousand Indians have already be- 
wm» citizen* of the United States. 
W« ifaMiUl flow ibreak up the tribal 
fttttd^ 
Acting for them what *1- 


Jotmant dtw for the tribal lands; 
tfaftt is, tiny should be divided 
tato individual holdings. 
There 


be a transition period during 


.which the funds will in many cases 
•have to be held in trust, This is 
the case also with the lands. A 
stop-should be put upon the indis 
eliminate permission to Indiana 
to lease their allotments. The ef 
fort should be steadily to make 
the Indian work like any other 
man on his own ground. The mar- 
riage laws of the Indians should 
be made the same as those of the 
•whites. 


In the schools 
the education 


should be elementary and largely 
industrial. 
The need of highei 


education among the Indians is 
very, very limited. 
Ou the reser- 


vations care should be taken to try 
to suit the teaching to the needs of 
the particular Indian. 
There is 


no use attempting to induce agri- 
culture in a country suited only 
for cattle raising, where the Indian 
should 
be made ti stock grower. 


The ration system, which is mere- 
ly the corral and the reservation 
system, is highly detrimental to 
the Indians. It promotes beggary, 
perpetuates pauperism, aud stifles 
industry. It is an effectual bar- 
rier to progress. It must Continue 
to a greater or less degree ns long 
as tribes are herded 
on reserva- 


tions and have everything in com 
mou. The Indian should be treat- 
ed as an individual—like the white 
man. During the change of treat- 
ment inevitable hardships will oc 
cur; every effort should be made to 
minimize these hardships; 'but we 
should not because of them hesitate 
to make the change. There should 
be a continuous reduction in the 
number of agencies. 


THE LIQUOR EVIL. 


In dealing with the aboriginal 


races few things are mare import- 
ant than to preserve them from the 
terrible physical and moral degra- 
dation resulting1 from the 
liquor 


traffic. We are doing all we can to 
save our own Indian tribes from 
this evil. 
Wherever by interna- 


tional agreement this same end can 
be attained as regards races where 
we do not possess exclusive con- 
trol, every effort should be made 
to bring* it about.

The national 
government should ibe represented 
by a full and complete set of ex- 
hibits. 
1HAELESTON EXPOSITION

PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Perhaps the most characteristic 


educational movement of the past 
fifty years is that which has cre- 
•aUd the modern public library and 
developed it into broad and active 
service. 
There are now over five 


thousand public libraries in the 
United States, -the product of this 
period. In addition to accumulat- 
ing material, they are also striv- 
ing by organization, by improve- 
ment in method, and by co-opera- 
tion, to give greater efficiency to 
the material they hold, lo make it 
more widely useful, and by avoid- 
ance of unnecessary duplication in 
process to reduce the cost of its 
administration. 


In these efforts they naturally 


look for assistance to the Federal 
library, which, though 
still the 


library of congress, and so entitled 
is the on'e national library or the 
United States. Already the largest 
single collection of books on tho 
western hemisphere, and certain to 
increase more rapidly than any 
otiher through purchase, exchange, 
and the operation of the copyright 
law, this library has a unique op- 
portunity to render to the libraries 
oi' this 
country-^to 
American 


scholarship—service of the highest 
irapcrtince. 
It 
is 
housed iu a 


building which is the largest ana 
iiiort magnificent yet erected for 
library uses. 
Resources are now 


being1 provided which will develop 
the collection 
properly, equip it 


with the apparatus 
and service 


necessary to its effective use, ren- 
der its, bibliographic work widely 
available, and enable it to become, 
not merely -a center of research, 
but the chief factor in great co-op- 
erative efforts for the diffusion or 
knowledge -and the advancement of 
learning, 


PERMANENT CENSUS BUREAU 


^ For the sake of good administra- 
tion, sound economy, and the acl- 
vftnccmen't of science, the census 
office as now constituted should 
be made a permanent government 
bureau. This would insure better, 
cheaper, 
and 
more 
satisfactory 


work, n the interest not only of 
our business, but of statistic, econ- 
omic, and social science. 


GROWTH OF POSTAL SERVICE. 


The remarkable growth of the 


postal service is shown in the fact 
that its revenues have doubled and 
its 
expenditures 
have 
nearly 


doubled within twelve years. 
Its 


progressive development compels 
constantly increasing outlay, but in 
this period of business energy and 
prosperity its receipts * grow so 
much faster than its expenses that j 
the annual deficit has been steadily 
reduced from $11,411,779 in 1897 
to $3,023,727 in 1901. Among re- 
cent postal advances the success of 
rural free delivery wherever estab- 
lished has been so marked and 
actual experience has 
made its 


benefits so plain, that the demand 
for its extension is general and 
urgent. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


It is just that the great agricul- 


tural population should share in 
the improvement of the service, i 
The number of rural routes now in 
operation is 6,009, practically all 
established within three years, and 
there are 6,000 applications await- 
ing action. It is expected that the 
number in operation at the close of 
the current fiscal year will reach 
8.600. The mail will then be daily 
carried to the doors of 5,700,000 
of our people who have heretofore 
been dependent upon distant offices, 
and one-third of nil that portion of 
the country which is adapted to it 
will be covered by this kind of 
service. 


REFORMS ABE URGED, 


The full measure of postal pro- 


gress which might be realized has 
long been hampered and obstructed 
by the heavy burden imposed on 
tho government through the in- 
trenched 
and 
well-understood 


abuses which have grown up in 
connection with second-class mail 
matter. The extent of this burden 
appears when it is stated that 
while 
the 
second-class matter 


makes nearly three-fifths of the 
weight of all mail, it paid for the 
last fiscal year only $4,294,445 of 
the aggregate postal revenue of 
$111,631,193. If the pound rate of 
postage, which produces the large 
loss thus entailed, and which was 
fixed by the congress with the pur- 
pose of encouraging the dissemina- 
tion of public . information, were 
limited to tiie legitimate news- 
papers and periodicals -actually con- 
templated by the law, no just ex- 
ception could be taken. That ex- 
pense would be the recognised an4 
accepted • cost of a liberal public 
policy deliberately adopted for a 


justifiable end. 
But much' of the 


matter which enjoys the privileged 
rate is wholly outside of the intern: 
pf the law, and has secured admis- 
sion only through an evasion of its 
requirements or through lax con- 
struction. The proportion of such 
wrongly included matter is esti- 
mated by postal experts to be one- 
foalf of the whole volume of sec- 
ond-class mail. If it be only one* 
third or one-quarter, the magnitude 
of the burden is apparent. 
The 


postoffice 
department 
has 
• now 


undertaken to remove the abuses so 
far as is possible by a stricter ap- 
plication of the law; and it should 
be sustained in its effort. 


CHINESE AFFAIRS. 


Owing to the rapid growth of our 


power and our interests on the Pa- 
cific, whatever happens in - China 
must be of the keenest national con- 
cern to us. 


The general terms of the settle- 


ment of the questions growing out 
of the anti-foreign uprisings in 
China in 1900. having been formu- 
lated in a joint note addressed to 
China -by the representatives of the 
injured powers in December last, 
were promptly accepted by the Chi- 
nese government. After protracted 
conferences the plenipotentiaries of 
the several powers were able to sign 
a final protocol with the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries on the 7th of last 
September, setting1 forth the meas- 
ures taken by China in compliance 
with the demands of the joint note, 
and expressing their satisfaction 
therewith. 
It will be laid before 


the congress, with a report of the 
plenipotentiary on behalf of the 
United States, Mr. William Wood- 
ville Kockhill, to whom high 
praise is due for the tact, good 
judgment and energy he has dis- 
played in performing an exception- 
ally difficult and delicate task. 


AG-BEEMENT SATISFACTORY. 


The agreement reached disposes 


in a manner satisfactoiy 
to the 


powers of the various grounds of 
complaint, and will contribute ma- 
terially to better future relations 
between China and the 
powers. 


Reparation has 
been 
made by 


China for the murder of foreigners 
during the uprising and punish- 
ment has been inflicted on the of- 
ficials, however high in rank, rec- 
ognised as responsible for or hav- 
ing participated in the outbreak. 
Official examinations 
have been 


forbidden for a period of five years 
in all cities in which foreigners 
have been 
murdered or cruelly 


treated, and edicts have been is- 
sued making1 all officials directly 
responsible for the future safety 
of foreigners and for the suppres- 
sion of violence against them. 


Provisions have been made for 


insuring the future safety of the 
foreign representatives in Pekin 
by setting aside for their exclusive 
lisa a quarter of the city which 
the powers can make 
defensible 


and in which they can if necessary 
maintain 
permanent 
military 


guards; by dismantling the mili- 
tary works between the capital aud 
the sea; and by allowing the tem- 
porary maintenance of foreign mil- 
itary posts along this line, 
An 


edict has been issued by the em- 
peror of China prohibiting for two 
years the importation of arms and 
ammunition 
into China. 
China 


has agreed to pay adequate indem- 
nities to the states, societies and 
individuals for the losses sustained 
by them and for the expenses of 
the military expeditions sent 'by 
the various powers to protect life 
and restore order. 


CHINA'S CONVENTIONS. 


Under the provisions of the joint 


note of December, 1900, China has 
ageecl to revise the 
treaties 
of 


commerce and navigation aud to 
take such other steps for the pur- 
pose of facilitating foreign trade as 
the foreign powers may decide to 
bs needed. 


The Chinese 
government 
has 


agreed to participate financially in 
the work of bettering the water 
approaches to Shanghai and to 
Tientsin, 
the centers of foreign 


trade 
in central 
and northern 


China, and an international con- 
servancy board, in which the Chi- 
nese government is largely repre- 
sented, has been provided for the 
improvement 
of 
the 
Shanghai 


river and the control of its navi- 
gation. In the same line of com- 
mercial advantages a revision of 
the present tariff on imports has 
been assented to for the purpose 
of substituting 
specific 
for ad 


valorem duties, and an expert has 
been sent abroad on the part of 
the United States to assist in this 
work. 
A list of articles to 
re- 


main free of duty, including fiour, 
cereals and vice, gold and silver 
coin and bullion, 
has also been 


agreed upon in the settlement, 


LENIENT TO CHINA. 


During these troubles our gov- 


ernment has unswervingly advo- 
cated moderation and has mater- 
ially aided in bringing about an 
adjustment which tends to enhance 
the welfare of China and to lead 
to a more beneficial intercourse be- 
tween the empire and the modern 
world; while in the critical period 
of revolt and massacre 
we did 


our full share in safeguarding life 
and property, restoring order and 
vindicating the national interest 


and honor. It behooves us to con 
timie in these paths, doing what? 
lies in our power to foster feelings 
of good will, and leaving no effort 
untried to work 
out the great 


policy of full and fair intercourse 
between China and the \ nations 
on a footing of equal rights and 
advantages to all. We advocate 
the "open door" with all that it 
implies; not merely the procure- 
ment of enlarged commercial op- 
portunities on the coasts, but ac- 
cess to the interior by the water- 
ways with whicii China has been 
so extraordinarily favored. 
Only 


by bringing the people of .China 
into peaceful 
and friendly com 


xnuuity of trade with all the peo- 
ples of the earth 
can the work 


now auspiciously begun, be carried 
to fruition. In the attainment of 
this purpose we necessarily claim 
.parity of 
treatment, 
under the 


conventions, 
throughout the em- 


pire for our trade and our citizens 
•with those of all other powers. 


PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


\Ve view with lively interest and 


keen hopes 
of 'beneficial results 


the proceedings of the Pan-Ameri- 
can congress, convoked at the in- 
vitation of Mexico and now sitting 
at the Mexican capital. The dele- 
gates of the United States are tin- 
der t3ie most liberal instructions to 
co-operate with their colleagues in 
all matters promising - advantage 
to the great family of American 
commonwealths, as well in their 
relations among themselves as in 
their domestic advancement and in 
their intercourse with the,world at 
large. 


Tvly p-redecessor coinmunicited to 


the 
congress the fact 
that the 


Weil and La Abra awards against

the hearts of our people. In the 
midst of our afSiction we reverent- 
ly thank the Almighty that we are 
at peace with the nations of man- 
kind; and we firmly intend that our 
policy shall be such as to continue 
unbroken these international rela- 
tions of mutual respect and good 
will.

BANK CLERK IS ARRESTED 


LOOTER OF LIVERPOOL BANK IS. 


CAPTURED, 


Other Parlies in Oasa Are Remanded 


for Trial—How 'the Craine' 


Was Worked. 


London, Dec. 2.—Tho,mas Paterson 


Goudie, the bookkeeper of the Bank 
of Liverpool, who disappeared at the 
time of the discovery that the bank 
had been robbed of about 170,000 
-pounds, 
was captured 
today 
at 


Bootle,'-where he had been in hiding. 
Goudie had 300 pounds in his pocket 
when arrested. He will be brought 
to London for trial with the other 
men taken into custody in connec- 
tion with the robbery, two of whom, 
"Dick" Burge, the pugilist, and F. T. 
Kelly, the bookmaker, of Bradford, 
were remanded today after a partial 
hearing 
of the 
evidence against 


them. 


Hundreds of people clamored for 


admittance into the small court room 
at Bow street, hardly capable of hold- 
ing those directly interested in the 
case. 


Charles Hathews, counsel for the 


victimized bank, in presenting the 
?ase against the prisoners, gave the 
first authentic details of the frauds. 
He explained that here had been 27 
shecks forged. The first two affect- 
ed Goudie. The next twelve, repre- 
senting iu value 25,300 pounds, 
would be mainly traced to Kelley. 
Another seven 'checks, 'aggregating 
53,000 pounds, would be first traced 
:o Kelly and afterward to Kelly and 
another person not yet before the 
court. 
Six other checks, valued at 


91,000 pounds, would be traced, first 
;o Laurie Marks, who paid them into 
lis bank accounts. 
But some of^the 


proceeds were also traceable to Berge. 
The whole amount had been1 drawn 
out of the 
bank 
of Liverpool by 


;hecks drawn to the account of K. W. 
Hudson. 


Evidence 
was then presented to 


show that Laurie Marks opened an 
account with the credit Lyonnais at 
the end of 1899, In October, 1901, 


paid in the first Hudson check, 


amounting to 5,000 pounds. Later 
he introduced Burge, who opened an 
account 
After 
the first Hudson 


check was paid in, in October, Marks 
deposited two more Hudson checks, 
:or 16,000 pounds. On November 1 
Burge, accompanied by Marks, cash- 
id a check for 13,000 pounds, receiv- 
ng 7,000 pounds in notes. 


The same day the identical notes 


were deposited by 
James Mances, 


whom Marks had in the meanwhile 
atroduced at the bank. Marks, Wo- 
rember 4, deposited a Hudson check 
'or 30,000 pounds, and November 8 
Burge presented a check for 15,000 
pounds, drawn by Marks in his fav- 


, while Mances, the same day, cash- 


ed another Marks' check for 10,000 
pounds. 
A witness testified to a 


lumber 
of similar 
transactions. 


When the bank enjoined the amounts 
standing to the credit of the accused 
were: Burge, 13,589 pounds; Marks 
10,901 pounds and Mances 15,987 
rounds.

The people would have toiii him 
Krnb from liiub if it had not been 
that the lew he defied was at once 
invoked in his behalf. So far from 
liis deed being committed on be- 
lialf of the people agniust the gov- 
ernment, the government was ob- 
1'ged nt once to exert its full police 
power to save him 
from instant 


death at the hands of the people. 
Moreover, his deed worked not the 
slightest dislocation in or govern- 
ment system, nud the danger of a 
recurrence of such deeds, no matter 
how great it might grow, would 
•work only in 
the direction of 


strengthening and giving harsh- 
r.e&s to the forces of order. No man 
v.'ill ever be restrained from be- 
coming president by any fear as to 
his personal safety. If the risk to 
the president's life became great, 
it would mean that the office would 
make them resolute and merciless 
in dealing with every friend of dis- 
order. This great country will not 
fall into nnarchy, nnd if anarchists 
thould ever become a serious nicn- 
nce to its institutions, they would 
not merely be stamped out, but 
would involve in their own ruin 
every active or passive sympathiz- 
er with their doctrines. The Amer- 
icin people are slow to wrath, but 
when their wrath is once kindled 
it burns like a consuming flame.

Under such conditions it would be 
most unwise to cramp or to fetter 
tho youthful strength of our na- 
tion.

DANGER REAL AND GRAVE. 


AH this is true, and yet it is also i 


true that there are real and grave j 
evils, one of the chief being over-1 


place 
by the beginning 
of the 


twentieth century. 
At that time 


it was accepted 
as a matter of 


course that the several states were 
the proper authorities to regulate, 


far as was theii necessary, the 


capitalization because of its many j comparatively 
insignificant 
and 


baleful consequences, and a reso- 
lute and practical effort must be 
made to correct these (vils. 


There Is a widespread conviction 


in the minds of the American peo- 
ple that the great 
corporations 


known as trusts are in certain of 
their features and tendencies hurt- 
ful to the general welfare. 
This 


springs from no spirit of envy or 
uncharitnbleness, nor lack of pride 
iu the great industrial 
achieve- 


ments that have placed this coun- 
try at the head of 
the nations 


struggling; 
for 
commercial 
su- 


premacy. 


It does not rest upon n lack of 


intelligent appreciation of the ne- 
cessity of meeting changing 
and 


changed conditions of trade with 
new methods, nor upon ignorance 
of the fact that combination of cap- 
ital in the effort 
to accomplish 


great things is necessary when tho 
world's progress 
demands that 


great things be done. It is based 
upon sincere conviction that com* 
blnatiou and concentration should 
be, not prohibited, but supervised 
and within reasonable limits con- 
trolled; and in my judgment this 
conviction is right. 


ft is no limitation upon property 


rights or freedom of contract to 
require that when men receive from 
government tlie privilege of doing 
business inicler 
corporate form. 


which frees them from individual 
responsibility, 
and enables them 


to call into their enterprises the 
capital of the public, they shall do 
so upon absolutely truthful rep- 
resentations as to the value of the 
property in, which the capital is to 
be invested. Corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce should be 
regulated if they are found to ex- 
ercise a license working1 to the pub- 
lic injury.It should be as much the 
aim cf those who seek for social 
battermeiit 
to 
rid 
the business 


world of crimes of cunning as to 
rid the entire body 'politic of crimes 
of violence. Great corporations ex- 
ist only because they are created 
and safeguarded by our institu- 
tions; and it is therefore our right 
and our duty to see that they work 
in harmony 
with these institu- 


tions. 


of prosperity some will prosper far 
more, and in times of adversity 
some will suffer 
far more, than 


others, but speaking generally, a 
.period of good times means that 
all share more or less in them, and 
in a period of hard times all feel 
the stress to a greater or less de- 
gree. 
It surely ought not to be 


necessary to enter into any proof 
of this statement; the memory of 
the lean years 
which 
began in 
! 


•1893 is still vivid, 
and v/e can 


contrast them with the conditions 
in this very year which is now 
closing. Disaster to great business 
enterprises can never have its ef- 
fects limited to the men at the top. 
It spreads'throughout, and while 
it is bad for everybody, it is worst 
for those farthest down. The cap- 
italist may be shorn 
of his lux- 


uries, but the wage-worker may be 
deprived of even bare necessities. 


MUST HAVE CAIIE. 


The mechanism, oi modern busi- 


ness is so delicate that extreme 
care must be taken not to interfere 
with it iu. a spirit of rashness or 
ignorance. 
Many of those 
who 


have made it their vocation to de- 
nounce the great industrial com- 
binations which 
are 
popularly, 


although 
with 
technical 
inac- 


curacy, known as "trusts,*' appeal 
eppecially 
to hatred 
and 
fear. 


These are precisely the two emo- 
tions, particularly when combined 
with ignorance, which unfit men 
fov the exercise of cool and steady 
judgment. 
In facing new indus- 


trial conditions the whole history 
of the world shows that legislation 
will generally be both unwise and 
ineffective unless undsrtaken after 


FIRST REMEDY IS PUBLICITY. 


The first essential in determining 


how to deal with 'the great indus- 
trial combinations is knowledge of 
the fnets—publicity. Iu the inter- 
est of the public, the government 
should have the right to inspect 
and examine the workings of the 
great corporations engaged in in- 
terstate business. Publicity is tbe 
only 
sure remedy -which we can 


•now invoke. What further reme- 
dies are needed in the way of gov- 
ernmental regulation, or taxation, 
can only be determined after pub- 
licity has been obtained, by pro- 
cess of law, and in the course of ad- 
ministration. 
The first requisite 


is knowledge, full and complete— 


be made 


ttrictly localized corporate bodies 
cf the day. The conditions are now 
\vholly different and wholly differ- 
tut action is called for. I believe 
that a law CAII be framed which 
vill enable the national govern- 
ment to exercise control along the 
lines above indicated; profiting by 
tho experience gained through the 
passage and administration (^ the 
interstate commerce act. If, naw- 
ever. the judgment of congress is 
that it lacks 
the constitutional 


power to pass such an act, then a 
cDusltutional amendment should be 
submitted to confer the power. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


There should be created a cabi- 


net officer, to be known as secre- 
tary of commerce and industries, 
ns provided in the bill introduced 
at the last session of congress. It 
should be his province to deal with 
commerce in the broadest sense; 
including 
among 
many other 


things whatever concerns labor and 
all matters 
affecting 
tho great 


business corporations and our mer- 
chant marine. 


The course proposed is one phasa 


of what should be n comprehensive 
and far-reaching 
scheme of con- 


structive 
statesmanship 
for the 


purpose of broadening our markets, 
securing our business interests on 
a safe basis, and making firm our 
new position iu the International 
industrial world; while scrupulous- 
ly safeguarding the rights of wage- 
workers and capitalists, of investor 
and private citizen, so as to aecutt 
equity as between man and man in 
this republic. 


WELFARE OF WAGE-WO-RKERS 


Wit'h the sole exception of the 


farming- huuredt, no one matter is 
of such vif.il moment to our whole 
people ns -the welfare of tlis wagc- 
worktr-3. 
If the farmer and the 


wage-worker are well off, it is ab- 
solutely certain that all others will 
be well off too. It is -thsrafore a 
ma Lter for heaa'ty congratulation 
thnt ou tOie whole wages are higher 
today in the- United States than 
ever before in our history, .and far 
liig-her than in any other country,, 
Tha standard of living is also 
•higher than over 
before. Every 


effort of legislator and a'dminlstra- 
<tor should be bent to secure Jhc 
permanency of this 'condition af 
things 
and 
its 
improvement 


wherever possible. Not only must 
our labor be protected 
by the 


tariff, but it ahould alno be pro- 
tected as far as it is possible from 
tho presence in tiis country cf any 
laborers brought over by contract, 
or of 'Jhose who, coming fresfly, yet 
represent a standard of living so 
d&pressad that 'they can undersell 
our meji in the labor market and 
drag thf,m to a lower level. I re- 
gard it as necessary, with this end 
in view, to re-enact immediately

their conservative use with the 
bureau of forestry, which is albo 
charged with the genera! advance- 
ment of practical forestry in the 
United States. These various func- 
tions should be united in the bur- 
eau of forestry, to which they prop- 
erly belong. The present diffusion 
of responsibility is bad from cver^ 
standpoint. 
It prevents that ef- 


fective co-opei'alion between 
the 


government nnd the men who util- 
ize the resources of the reserves, 
without which the interests of both 
r.mst suffer. The scientific bureaus 
generally should be put under tlio 
department of Agriculture. 
The 


president should have by law the 
power of tr.in.-fen-ing lands for use- 
as forest reserves to Uie department 
of ngrir.ulture. 
He already -has 


such power in the case o£ lands 
needed by the departments of war 
and the navy.

complish this object water must be 
brought \rtihin their reach.

to recln-im their holdings. 
Such 


opportunities nre practically grcne. 
There remain, however, vast nreis 
of public Isiul which can be made 
•available for homestc-ad settUinent. 
but. only by rrasrvoirs and main- 
liiia ciiii-jls impracticable for pri- 
vate enterprise. Thess irrigR'ticn 
w>rks should bs built by 't-he na- 
ticnr.l government.

claimed by th=m should be reserved 
by the g-ov£.iT.inen>t for nctual set- 
tUi-£. nnd the cost of cons'tructiou 
Eihonlrt SD far as ossible be repaid 
by the land reclaimed. The distri-

Whatever the nation does for the 


extension of inlgation should har- 
mnniz? with and tend io improve 
the condition of those now living on 
irrigated land. We are not at the 
starting point of this development. 
Over two hundred millions of pri- 
vate capital has already been ex- 
pended in the construction of irri- 
gation works, nnd utnny million 
acres of arid land reclaimed. 
A 


high degree of enterprise and abil- 
ity has he-en shown in the work 
itself; but as much cannot be said 
in reference to the laws relating 
thereto. The security nnd value of 
the homes created depend largely 
on the stability of titles to water; 
but the majority of these rest on 
tho -.mcertain foundatioiiof courtds- 
cislcns rendered in. ordinary suits 
at law. With a few creditable ex- 
ceptions, the arid states have failed 
to provide for the certain and just 
division of streams iu times of 
scarcity. Lax and uncertain laws 
have made it possible to establish 
rights to water in excess of actual 
uses or necessities, and many 
streams lirwe already pnssed into 
private ownership, or a control 
equivalent to ownership. 


Whoever controls a stream prac 


tically controls the land it renders 
productive, nnd the doctrine of pri 
vale ownership of water apart from 
land cannot prevail without cans 
in?? enduring wrong. 
The recog 


nitioii of such ownership, whic' 
has been permitted to grow up in 
the arid regions, shouj,d. giytj wa; 
to a more enlightened and large 
recognition of the rights of the pub 
He in the control and disposal of the 
public water supplies. Laws found- 
ed upon conditions obtaining in 
humid regions, where water is too 
abundant to justify 
hoarding 
it, 


liave no proper application In a dry 
country. 


In the arid states tbe only right 


.to water which should be recog- 
nized is that of use. In irrigation 
this right should attach to tho land 
reclaimed and be inseparable there 
from. 
Granting perpetual water 


rights to others than users, without: 
compensation, to the public, is open 
to all the objections which apply 
to giving away perpetual franchises 
to the public utilities of cities, 
A 


few of the western states have al- 
already recognized this and have 
incorporated 171 their constitutions 
the doctrine of perpetual state own- 
ership of water. 


NATION'S AID JUSTIFIED. 


The benefits which have followed 


tlio unaided development of th5 
past justify the- nation's aid and 
co-operation in the more difficult 
and important work yet to be ac- 
complished. Laws so vitally affect- 
ing1 homes as thoae which control 
the water supply -will only be ef- 
fective when, they have the sanction 
of the irrigators; reforms can only 
be flnal and 
satisfactory when 


they come through the enlighten- 
ment of the people most csncernrd. 
The larger development which na 
tional aid insures sbould, however. 
awaken in every arid state the cle-' 
termination to make its irrigation 
system equal in justice and 
ef- 


fectiveness that of any counttry in 
the civilized world. Nothing could 
be more unwise than for isolated 
communiAies to continue to ler.rn 
everything experimentally, instead 
of profiting by what is already 
known elsawheie. 
Wo are dealing 


with a new and momentous ques- 
tion, in tho pregnant years whih 
institutions arc forming, and what j 
we do will affect not only the pres-! 
cut but the future generation-. 


Our aim should be not simply to 


reclaim the largest area of laivl and 
provide homes for tho largest num- 
ber of people, but to create for this 
new industry the best possib!? so- 
cial and industrial conditions; and 
this requires tbit we Tint, only ttn- 
(krstar.d the existing situation, br.t 
avail ourselves of the best experi- 
ence of the time in the solution t.f 
its 
problems. 
A care-ful 
study 


should be made, both by the nation 
and the states. o£ the irrigation 
laws 
and conditions 
h?ra 
and 


abroad. 
Ultimately it will prob- 


ably be necessary for the nation to 
co-operate u-ilh the several arid 
state? in proportion as these states 
by their legislation and adminis- 


tiation show themselves fit to re- 
ceive it. 


HAWAII AND POKTO EICO. 


In Hawaii cur aim must be to 


develop the territory Oli the u"adi" 
tional American lines. We do not 
wish .". region of large estates tilled 
by cheap labor; we wish a healthy 
American community of men who 
themselves till the farms they own. 
All our legislation for the islands 
should be shaped with this end in 
view; the well-being of the average 
lume-Tuaker must afford the true 
test of the healthy development o£ 
the islands. The land policy should 
as nearly as possible be modeled ou 
our homestead system. 


It is a pleasure to say that it is 


hardly more necessary to report as 
to Porto Rico than as to any state 
or territory within our continental 
limits. The island is thriving na 
never before, and it is enjoying lib- 
erty oud order vnder the protec- 
tion of the United States, and upon 
this fact we congratulate them and 
ourselves. 
Their material welfnra 


must 
be carefully and jealously 


considered 
as the welfare of any 


other portion of our country. 
We 


have given them the great gift of 
free access for their products to tho 
markets of the United States. 
I 


ask the attention of the congress to 
the need of legislation concerning 
the public lands of Porto Rico. 


CUBA TO BE TREE. 


In Cuba such progress has been 


made toward putting tho indsned- 
eiU government of the island upon 
firm footing that before the presen-t 
session of congress closes this Twill 
be tin accomplished fact. Cuba -will 
then start as her own mistress; and 
to the beautiful Queen of the An- 
tilles, as she unfolds this new page 
of her destiny, 
we extxend 
our 


heartiest 
greetings 
and 
good 


wishes. Elsewhere I have discuss- 
ed the question of reciprocity. 
In 


tho case of Cuba, 
however, there 


are weighty reasons of morality 
nnd of national interest why tho 
policy should be held to have a pe- 
culiar application, and I most earn- 
estly ask your attention to the wis- 
dom, indeed to tho vital need, of 
providing for a substantial reduc- 
tion in the tariff duties on Cuban 
imports into the 
United States. 


Cuba has in her constitution af- 
firmed what we desired, that she 
should stand, in international mat- 
ters, in closer and more friendly re- 
lations with us than -with any other 
power; and we are bound by every 
consideration of honor and expedi- 
ency to paes commercial measures 
in the interest of her material well- 
being. 


PHILIPPINE PKGBLEM. 


In the Philippines our problem 


is larger. They are very rich trop- 
ical islands, 
inhabited by many 


varying tribes, representing widely 
different stages of progress toward 
civilization. 
Our earnest effort is 


to help these people upward along 
tbe stony and difficult path that 
leads to self-government. "We hope 
to make our administration o£ the 
islands honorable to our nation by 
making it of tho highest benent to 
the Filipinos themselves; and as 
aii earnest of what we intend to do, 
we point to what we have done. 
Already a greater measure of ma- 
terial prosperity 
and of govern- 


mental honesty and efficiency has 
been attained in the Philippines 
than ever before in their history. 


It is no light task for a nation 


to achieve the temperamental qual- 
ities without which tha institutions 
of 
f• ee government are but an 


empty mockery. 
Our people are- 


now successfully governing them- 
selves, because for move bhan a 
thot«5and years -they have "been 
slowly fitting themselves, some- 
times consciously, 
sometimes un- 


consciously, toward this end. "Wliat 
has tajten us thirty generations to 
achieve, we cannot expect to s»o 
another 
race accomplish 
out of 


hand, especially when large por- 
tions of that race start very far be- 
hind the .point -which OUT ancestors 
had reached even thirty genera- 
tions ago. 
In. dealing- with th*? 


Philippine people -we must show 
both patience 
and strength, for- 


bearance and steadfast resolution. 
Our aim is high. 'We do not desire 
to do for the islanders merely what 
has elsewhere been done fot tropic 
people by even 
the best foreign 


governments. 
We hope to do for 


them what has never before been 
done for any people of the tropics 


—to make 
them fit for self-gov- 


ernment after the fashion of the 
really free nations. 


CATTNOT BE ABANDONED. 


History may safely be challenged 


to show a single instance in which 
a masterful race such as ours, hav- 
ing been forced by the exigencies 
of 
war to tako possession of an 


alien land, has behaved to its in- 
habitants with tbe disinterested 
zeal for their progress that our peo- 
ple have shown in the Philippines. 
•To leave the islands at tbig time 
would mean that they would fall 
into 
a -welter of murderous an- 


archy. 
Such desertion of duty on 


our part, would be a crime against 
humanity. The character of Gov- 
ernor Taft and of his associates and 
subordinates is a proof, if such be 
needed, of the sincerity of our ef- 
fort to give tbe islanders a con- 
stantly increasing measurs of self- 
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government, exactly as fast as they 
show themselves fit to exercise it. 
Sine* the civil government was es- 
tablished not an appointment has 
been made in the islands "with any 
refere..*fr to consideration of poli- 
tical influence, or to aught el*>e save 
the fitness of the 
man and the 


needs of the service. 


In our anxiety lor the welfare 


and pvogress of the Philippines, it 
may be that here nnd there we 
have gone too rapidly in giving 
them local self-government. It is 
on this side that an error, if any, 
has been committed. No competent 
•observer, Sincerely desirous of find- 
ing out the facts and influenced 
only by the desire for tho welfare 
of the natives, can-assert that -we 
have not gone far enough. 
"We 


have gone to the very verge of 
safety in hastening the process. To 
have taken a single step farther or 
faster in advance -would have been 
folly and weakness, and might well 


and the commercial development' 
which will surely follow will afford 
to the people o* the- islands tht best 
proofs of the sincerity of our de- 
sire to aid them. 


TRANS-PACIFIC CABLE. 


I call your attention most earn- 


estly to the crying need of a cable 
to Hawaii and the Philippines, to 
be continued from The Philippines 
to points in Asia. We should not 
defer a day longer thau necessary 
the construction of such cable. 
It 


is demanded not merely 'for com- 
mercial but for political and mil- 
itary considerations. 


Either the congress should im- 


mediately provide for the corstruc- 
tion of a government cable, or else 
an arrangement should be made by 
which like advantages to taose ac- 
cruing from, a government cable 
may be secured to the government 
by contract with a private caUe 
company. 


THE ISTHMIAN CANAL. 


have been -crime. We are extreme 
ly aiixious that the natives shall 
show the power of governing tShem- 
eelves. We are anxious, first for 
their sakes, and next, because It 
relieves us 
of a great 
burden. 


There need-not be tho slightest fear 
of our not continuing to give them 
all the liberty for which they are 
nt. 


MAY GIVE TOO MUCH. 


The only fear is lest ill our over- 


nrudety we give them a degree of 
independence for which they are 
unfit, thereby inviting reaction and 
disaster. As fast as there is any 
reasonable hope that in a given 
district the 
people 
c?.n govern 


themselves, self-government has 
been given, in that district. There 
is not 
a locality fitted for self- 


government which has not received 
it. But it may well be that in cer- 
tain cases it -will have to be with- 
drawn because the inhabi touts 
show themselves unfit .to exercise 
it; such instances have already oc- 
curred. 
In othei words, thera ia 


not the slightest chance of our foil- 
ing to show a sufficiently human- 
itarian spirit. The danger comer, 
in the opposite direction. 


There are still troubles ahead in 


the islands. The Insurrection lias 
become an affair of local banditti 
and marauders, who deserve no 
higfcer regard than the brigands of 
portions of the Old World. 
En- 


couragement, direct or indirect, to 
tliese insurrectos stands on. the 
same footing as encouragement to 
hostile Indians in the days when 
TTC still had Indian wars. Exactly 
as our aim is to give to the Indian 
who remains peaceful the fullest 
and amplest consideration, but to 
have it understood -that -we will 
show no weakness if lie goes on the 
warpath, so we must moke it evi- 
dent, unless we 'are false to our 
own traditions and to the demands 
o'f civilization and humanity, that 
while we will do everything in our 
power for the Filipino who is peace- 
ful, 
we will take the 
sternest 


measures with the Filipino who fol- 
lows the path of the insurrecto and 
the ladronc. 


The heartiest praise is due to 


large numbers of the natives of the 
islands for their steadfast loyalty. 
Tho Macalbebes 
have ibeen con- 


spicuous for their courage and de- 
votion to the flag. I recommend 
that the secretary of war be em- 
powered to talte some systematic 
action in the way of 'aiding those 
of these men -who ore crippled in 
the service and the families of 
those who are killed. 


LEGISLATION HEEDED. 


The timo has come when there 


should be additional legislation for 
tho Philippines. 
Nothing better 


can be done for 1ihe islands than to 
i n troduce 
i ndnst rial ent erpri ses. 


Nothing 
would 
benefit them so 


much as throwing them open to 
industrial development. The con- 
nection between idleness and mis- 
chief is 
4 proverbial, and the oppor- 


tunity to do remunerative work is 
one 
Tof the 
surest preventives of ! 


•war. 
Of course no business man 


will go to the Philippines unless 
it is to his interest to do so; and 
it is immensely to the interest of 
the islands that he should go in. 
It is therefore necessary that the 
congress 
should 
pa ss 
1 aws by 


which the resources of the islands 
can 'be developed; so that fran- 
chises (for limited terms of years) 
can be granted to companies doing 
business in them, and every en- 
couragement be given to the in- 
coming O'f business men of every 
kind. 


Not to permit this is to do 


wrong to the Philippines. The 
franchises must be granted and the 
business permitted only under reg- 
ulations which -will guarantee the 
jstand against any kind of improp- 
er exploitation. 
But the vast nat- 


ural •wealth of the islands must bo 
developed, and the capital willing 
to develop it must be given tho 
opportunity- 
The field must be 


thrown open to individual enter- 
prise, which has been the real fac- 
tor in the development of every 
region over which, our flag has 
flown. It is urgently necessary to 
enact suitable laws dealing with 
general uanspoitation. raining:, 
banking, currency, homesteads and 
the use and ownership of the lands 
«nd timb*r. These laws will give 
free play to industrial enterprise; 


No single great material work 


which remains to be undertaken on 
this continent is of such conse- 
quence to the- American people ks 
the building of a canal across the 
isthmus connecting North and 
South America. Its importance to 
tho nation is by no means limited 
merely to its material effects upon 
our business prosperity; and yet 
with view to these effects alone it 
would be to the last degree import- 
ant for us immediately to begin it. 
While its beneficial effects would 
perhaps be most marked upon the 
Pacific ccast and the gulf and south 
Atlantic states, it would also great- 
ly benefit other sections. It is em- 
phatically a work which it is for 
the Interest of the entire country 
to begin and complete as soon ns 
possible; it is one of those groat 
works which only a great nation 
can undertake with prospects of 
success, and which when done are 
not only permanent assets in the 
nation's material interests, but 
standing monuments to its con- 
structive ability. 


SUBMITS NEW TEEATY. 


I nm glad to be able to announce 


to you that our negotiations 011 this 
subject with Great Britain, can- 
ducted on both sides in a spiri1; of 
friendliness and mutual pood will 
and respect, have resulted in my 
being able to lay before the senate 
a treaty which if ratified will en- 
able us to begin preparations for on 
isthmian 'canal at -any time, and 
which guarantees to this nation 
every right that it has ever asked 
in connection with the canal. 
In 


this treaty, the old Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, so long recognized as in- 
adequate to supply the base for the 
construction and maintenance of a 
necessarily American ship canal, is 
abrogated. 
It 
specifically 
pro- 


vides that the United States alone 
shall do the work of building and 
assume the responsibility of safe- 
guarding the canal and shall regu- 
late its neutral use by all nitiona 
on terms of equality without the 
guaranty or interference of any 
outside nation from -any quarter. 
The signed treaty will -at once be 
laid before the senate, and if ap 
proved the congress can then pro- 
ceed to give effect to the advantages 
it secures us by providing for the 
building of the canal. 


THIS NATION rOE PEACE. 


The true end of every great and 


free people should be self-respect- 
ing peace;and this nationmost earn- 
estly desires sincere and cordial 
friendship with all others. 
Over 


the entire world, of recent years, 
wars between the great civilized 
powers have become less and less 
frequent. Wars with barbarous or 
semi-barbarous peoples come in an 
entirely' different category, being 
merely a most regrettable but 
necessary international police duty 
•which miist be_ performed for the 
sake of the welfare of mankind. 
Peace can only be kept with cer- 
tainty where both sides wish to 
keep it; but more and more the civ- 
ilized peoples are realising the 
wicked folly of war antl are attain- 
ing that condition of just and in- 
telligent regard for the rig-hts of 
others which will in the end, as wo 
hope and believe, make world-wide 
peace possible. 
The peace confer- 


ence at The Hague gave definite ex- 
pression to this hope and belief and 
marked a stride toward their at-: 
tainment. 


This same peace conference asqui- 


esced in our statement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine as compatible with the 
purposes and aims of the confer- 
ence. 


UPHOLD MONROE DOCTRINE. 


The Monroe doctrine should be 


the" cardinal feature of the foreign 
policy of all the nations of the two 
Americas, as it is of the United 
State?. 
Just seventy-eight years 


•have passed since President Monroe 
in his annual message announce'! 
that "The American continents are 
henceforth, not to be considered .11 
subjects for future colonization by 
any European power." 
In oth^r 


words, the Monroe doctrine is a 
declaration that there must be no 
territorial apgrandizfment by any 
non-American power at the expense 
American power on American soil- 


It is no wise hostile to any nation 


ia the old world. Still less in -It in- 
tended to give cover to any aggres- 
sion by one new world power at the 
expense of any other. It is siruply 
a step, and a long step, toward as- 


suring the universal peace of the 
w«rld by securing the possibility of 
permanent peace on this hemis- 
phere. 


During the past century other in- 


fluences have established the per- 
manence and independence of the 
smaller states of Europe. Througa 
the Monroe doctrine we hope to be 
able to safeguard like independence 
and secure like permanence for the 
lesser among the new worlrt na- 
tions. 


WHAT MONROEISM MEANS 


This doctrine lias nothing to do 


with the commercial relations of 
any Amerl:?^i power, save that it 
in truth allows each of them to 
form such ns it desires. In otaer 
words, it is really a guaranty of 
the commercial independence of the 
Amercicas. We do not ask under 
tibia doctrine for any exclusive 
commercial dealings wi!2i 
r»ny 


other Ameriecan state. We do uot 
guarantee •any state against pun- 
ishment if it misconducts itself, 
provided that punishment does not 
take the form of tie acquisition of 
territory by 
-any 
non-American 


power. 


Our attitude in Cuba is a suffi- 


cient guaranty of our own good 
faitlh. We have not the slightest 
desire to *ecura -any •territory at 
the expense of any of our neigh- 
bors. We wirfh to work with tiiem 
hand in -Laud, so that all of us 
may bo uplifted together, waul TVC 
rejoice over the good fortune of 
any of them, we gladly liail their 
material prosperity and political 
stability, and are concerned and 
•alarmed df 'any of th«in fall iniu 
industrial or political oliaos. We 
do not wish to see any Old World 
military power grow up on this 
continent, or to bs compelled to 
become u militaiy power ourselves. 
The people cf the Amcreicas can 
prosper best if left to work out 
their own salvation in tiicir own 
•way. 


NEED OF A GREAT NAVY 


The work of upbuilding the navy 


must be steadily continued. No 
ona point of our policy, foreign 
or 
domestic, is mare important 


Uhian this lo the honor and mate- 
rial -welfare, and above all to the 
pftace, of onr nation in the future. 
Whether we desire it or not, we 
must henceforth recognize tlhat we 
have international duties no less 
than international rights. Even if 
our flag were 'hauled down in the 
Philippines and Porto Eico, even 
if we decided not to build the 
isthmian canal, we should netd a 
'thoroug'hly trained navy of ade- 
quate dize, or else 'be prepared defi- 
nitely and for all time to abandon 
the id«!ai thai our naitiou is among 
those whose sons 'go down to the 
sea in ships. Unless 'our commerce 
3 always to be carrie'd in foreign 
bottoms, we must have war craft 
to protect it 


Inasmuch, (however, as the Amer- 


ican people have no thought of 
•abaaidoning the path upon uraick 
they 'have entered, and especially 
in view -of th'o fact that the build- 
ing of -tine isthmian canal is fast 
becoming one of the matters which 
the wfaole people are united in de- 
manding, it is imperative that our 
navy should be put and kept in the 
hig<he£jfc state of efficiency, and 
should be onade to answer to our 
growing needs. So far from being 
in -any way u provocation to war, 
an adequate and "highly trained 
navy is the 'best guaranty against 
war, the cheapest 'and most effect- 
ive peace insurance. The cost of 
building- an'd maintaining- such a 
navy represents 1lhe very lightest 
premium for insuring peace -which 
this n'aftlon on possibly pay. 


WE ARE ANXIOUS FOP. PEACE 


Probafbly no other great nation 


in ulie world is so ezi^rious for peace 
as we are. There is not a sin 
rdvilized power whidh lias a- 
whatever to fear from aggressive 
ness on our part. All we want is 
peace; and toward this end wo -wish, 
to be able to sec«re"the same respect 
for our rig'hts from others which 
•wo ara •eager and anxious to •extend 
to their rights dn return, to insure 
fair treatment to us commercially, 
and to guarantee the safrfty of the 
Americsr. people. 


Our people intend -to abide 'by the 


Konrca doctrine and -to insist tipon 
it as tho oivs sure means of secur- 
ing' the peace of the western hem- 
isphere. The navy offcrs us the 
only means of making our inzist- 
cncc upon 
tho 
Monroe doctrine 


anything but a subject of derision 
to •wTiatever nation chooses to dis- 
regard ti. 
We desire tne peace 


wlucli comes as of right to the jiist 
man armed; not the peace grouted 
on terms of ignominy to t^ie craven 
and the weakling. 


NAVY HTTST BE PREPARED. 


It is not possible to improvise a 


navy after war breaks out. The 
ships must be built and the men 
trained long in 
advance. 
Somo 


auxiliary vessels 
can be turned 


into makeshifts which will do in 
default of any better for the minor 
work, and a proportion 
of raw 


men can be mixed with the highly 
trained, their shortcomings being 
made good by the skill of their 
fellows, but the efficient fighting- 
force of the navy 
when 
pitted 


against, an equal opponent will be 
found almost exclusively in the 
war ships that have been regularly 
btiilt and in the officers and men 


•who through years of faithful per- 
formance of sea duty have been 
trained to handle their formidable 
but complex and delicate weapons 
with the greatest 
efficiency. 
In 


the late war with Spain the ships 
that dealt the decisive blows at 
Manila and Santiago 
had 
been 


launched from 
two 
to fourteen 


years, and they were able to do 
as they did because the men in the 
conning towel's, the gun turrets 
and the engine rooms had through 
long years 
of practice 
at sea 


learned how to do their duty. 


Our present navy was begun in 


1882. 
At that period our navy 


consisted of a collection of anti- 
quated wooden ships, already al- 
most as out of place againstmodem 
war vessels as the galleys of Al- 
cibiades and Hamilcar—certainly 
as the ships of Tromp and Blake. 
Nor at that time did we have men 
ftt to handle a modern mnn-of-war. 
Under the wise legislation of the 
congress and the successful 
ad- 


ministration of a succession of 
patriotic secretaries of the navy, 
belonging to both political parties, 
the work of upbuilding the navy 
went on and ships equal to any 
in the- world of their kind were 
continually added, and what was 
even more importatnt, these ships 
were exercised nt sea singly and 
in squadrons until the men aboard 
them wero able to get the- best 
possible service out of them. The 
result was seen in the short war 
with Spain, which was decided 
•with such rapidity because of the 
infinitely greater preparedness of 
our navy than of the Spanish navy. 


CREDITS NAVY'S CREATORS. 


While awarding the fullest honor 


to the men who 
actually com- 


manded and 
manned 
(the- ships 


which, destroyed the 
Spanish sea 


forces in .the Philippines and in 
Cuba, we must not forget that an 
equal meed of praise belongs to 
those without whom neither blow 
could have been, struck. The con- 
gressmen who voted years in ad- 
vance the money >to lay down the 
ships, to build the guns, to buy 
the armor plate; the department 
officials and the business men and 
wage-workers who furnished what 
the congress had authorized; the 
secretaries of the navy who asked 
for and expended the appropria 
tions; and finally the officers who, 
in fair weather and foul, on actual 
sea service, trained and disciplined ' 
the crews of the ships when there 
was no war in sight—all are en- 
titled to a full share in the glory 
of Manila and Santiago, and the 
respect accorded by 
every true 


American to those who wrought 
such signal triumph for our coun- 
try. It was forethought and pre- 
paration which secured <us the over- 
whelming triumph of 1898. 
If 


we fail to show forethought and 
preparation now, there may come 
a time /when disaster will befall 
us instead of triumph, and should 
rthis time come, the fault -will rest 
primarily, not upon those whom 
the accident of events puts in su- 
preme command a>t the 
moment, 


-but upon those who have failed to 
prepare in advance. 


WORK SHOT7LH GO ON. 


There should be no cessation in 


the work of completing our navy. 
So far ingenuity has- been, wholly 
unable to devise a substitute for 
the great war craft whose- ham- 
mering guns beat out the mastery 
of the high seas. It is unsafe and 
unwise not to provide this year 
for everal additional battle ships 
and heavy armored cruisers, with 
auxiliary and lighter craft 
in 


proportion; for th& exact numbers 
and character I refer you to the 
report of the 
secretary 
of the 


navy. 
But there is somethng we 


need even more than 
additional 


ships, and this is additional officers 
and men. To provide battle ships 
and cruisers and then lay them 
up, with tho expectation of leav- 
ing them unmanned until they are 
needed in actual 
war -would be 


•worsa than folly; it would be 
crime against the nation. 


To send any war ship against a 


competent 
enemy unless those 


aboard it have been trained by 
years of actual sea service, includ- 
ing incessant 
gunnery practice, 


.would be to invite not merely dis- 
aster, but -the bitterest shame and 
humiliation. 
Four thousand ad- 


ditional seamen and one thousand 
additional -marines should be pro- 
vided, and an increase in the offi- 
cers should be provided by making 
a large addition to the classes at 
'Annapolis. 
There is one matter 


which should be mentioned in con- 
nection with Annapolis. The pre- 
tentious and unmeaning- title of 
"naval cadet" should be abolished; 
tho title of "midshipman,*1 full of 
historic association, should be re- 
stored. 


EFFICIENCY IMPERATIVE. 


Even in time of p*aco a war sbip 


should be used until it Tears out, 
fcr only so can it be kept ftt to re- 
spond to any emergency- 
The of- 


ficers and men alike should be kopt 
as much as possible on blue vrAter. 
for it is there only they can learn 
their duties 
as they 
should be 


learned. 
The big vessels should 


be manoeuvred in squadrons con- 
taining not merely battle ships, but 
the necessary proportion of cruisers 


and scouts. The torpedo boats 
should be handled by the younger 
officers in such manner as will best 
fit them to take responsibility and 
meet the 
em^rgiencies of actual 


warfare. 


Every detail ashore which can be 


performed by a civilian should be 
so performed, the officer being kept 
for his 
special duty in the sea 


service. About all, gunnery prac- 
tice should be unceasing. It is im- 
portant to have our navy of ade- 
quate size, but it is even more im- 
portant that ship for ship it should 
equal in efficiency any navy in the 
•world. This is possible only with 
highly drilled crews and officers, 
nnd this in turn imperatively de- 
mands continuous and progressive 
instruction in target practice, ship 
handling, 
squadron tactics, and 


general discipline. Our ships must 
be assembled in squadrons actively 
cruising away from harbors and 
never long at anchor. The result- 
ing- wear upon engines and hulls 
must be endured; a battle ship 


• worn out in long training of offi- 
cers and .men is well paid for by 
the results, 
while, on the other 


hand, no matter in how excellent 
condition, it is useless if the crew 
be not expert. 


We now have seventeen battle 


ships appropriated for, of which 
nine are completed and have been 
commissioned for actual service. 
The remaining eig'ht will be ready 
in from two to four years, but it 
will take tit least that time to re- 
cruit und train the men to' fight 
them. It IB of vast concern that 
we have trained crews (ready for 
the vessels by the time they are 
commissioned. 
Good ships and 


good guns are simply good weap- 
ons, and the best weapons are use- 
less save in the hands of men "who 
know how to fight with them. The 
men must be trained and drilled 
uuder a thorough and well-planned 
system of progressive instruction, 
while the recruiting must be car- 
ried on with still greater vigor. 
Every effort must be made to ex- 
alt -tilie main function of the officer 
—the command of men. The lead- 
ing graduates of the naval academy 
should be assigned to the combat- 
ant branches, the lane and marines. 


Tffnny of the essentials of suc- 


cess are already recognised by tihe 
general board, which, as the cent- 
ral office of a growing 
staff, is 


moving: steadily toward a proper 


1 war efficiency 
and a proper 
effi- 


ciency of the whole navy, under 
the secretary. This general board 
by fostering the creation of a gen- 
eral staff, is providing for the offl- 
•cial and then the general recogni- 
tion of our alterred conditions as a 
nation and of the true meaning of 
a great war fleet, which, meaning i 
is, first, the best men, and, second, 
the best ships. 


THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


The naval militia, forces are state 


'organizations, and are trained for 
coast service, and in event cif war 
they will constitute the inner line 
of defense. 
Tliey should receive 


liearty encouragement from 
the 


general government. 


But in addition we sltould at once 


provide for a national naval re- 
serve, organized and trained under 
the direction of the navy depart- 
ment, and subject to the -call of tho 
chief executive whenever war be- 
comes imminent. It should be a 
real auxiliary 
to tine naval sea- 


going peace establishment, and of- 
fer material to be drawn on at once 
for manning our ships in timo of 
w£ir. 
It. should be composed of 


graduates oE the naval academy, 
graduates of the naval militia., of- 
ficers and crews of coast-line fciteam- 
ers, longshore schooners, fishing 
vessels and steam yachts, together 
with the coast 
population about 


such centers as life-saving stations 
and light-houses. 


The American people must either 


build and maintain an adequate 
navy or else make up their minds 
definitely to accept a secondary po- 
sition in international affairs, not 
merely in political, 
but in com- 


mercial matters. It has been well 
said that there is no surer way of 
courting national disaster than to 
ba "opulent, aggressive and un- 
armed." 


few men of the highest expedience 
are •worth more than many men 
wrihout the special skill which Is 
only fctuid as the result of special 
training applied to men of exct-p- 
tional physique and morale. But 
nowadays the most valuable fight- 
ing man and the most difficult to 
perfect is the rifleman -who is also 
a skillful and daring rider. 


The proportion of our cavalry 


regiments has 
-wisely 
been in- 


creased. 
Tlio American cavalry- 


man, tr.ur.ed to manoeuvre and 
fight wt3i equal facility on foot and 
on horostback, is the best type of 
soldier for general purposes now to 
be found in th* world. The ideal 
cavalryman of the present (lay is a 
man who can fight on foot as effect- 
ively as the best infantryman, and 
wlio is in addition unsurpassed in 
tBre rare and management of his 
horse and in 'his ability to flgnt on 
Qiorsgback. 


GENERAL STAFF HEEDED 


A general staff Should be cre- 


ated. As for the present staff and 
supply departmeults, they 
should 


be filled by details from tli* line, 
the men so detailed returning: niter 
a while to thtdr line duties. It ts 
very undesirable to have the senior 
gi'adts cf the array composed of 
men who (have come to fill tho po- 
sitions by lihe mere fact of senior- 
ity. A system should "be adopted 
by -which, there sihall be an elimi- 
nation grade by graido of those who 
seem unfit to render the best serv- 
ice in the neit grade. Justice to 
the veterans of 'tihe civil war who 
are scill in the army would seem 
to require Ihat in tih.e matter or re- 
tirements they be given by law the 
sa.in-3 privileges accorded to their 
comrades in the navy. 


The process of elimination of the 


leurt fit should be -conducted in a 
mann«r thsvt would render it prac- 
tically impossible lo apply politi- 
cal or social pressure on -baSraH of 
•any candidate, so that each man 
may (be judged purely on his own 
merits. Pressure for t!he promotion 
-of civil -officials for political reasons 
is bad enough., but it is tenfold 
worse where applied on behalf of 
officers of 'Uie •army or navy. Every 
promotion and every detail uuder 
the war department must be: made 
solely witii regard to the g-ood of 
the service and to the capacity tind 
merit of iOua man himself. Mo pres- 
sure, politlaail, -social, or personal, 
of miy kn-d, will be pannibted to 
exercise the leist 
effect dn any 


question of promotion -or 'detail; 
And if thera 4s reason to believe 
that yuan, pressure is exercised at 
the iasfcigtaition of .the officer con- 
cerned, ti will -be held to militate 
Bigamist ihim. In our army wo can- 
not afford to 'have rewards or du- 
ties distributed save on the simple ' 
ground that tfiose who by their 
own merits -are entitled to the re- 
Traa'ds gat «hean, -and tltat those 
who ara peculiarly fit -to do the 
duties are chosen to perform them. 


INCREASED EFFICIENCY 


Every effort should be mads to 


bring the army to -a constantly in- 
craasing starts of efficiency. When 
cm actual servioa no work save that 
directly in the line of s-ucOi service 
should ba required. 
Th« 
paper 


work in tha army, as 'in tiw navy, 
should ba greatly reduced, "What 
is neaded is proved power -of com- 
mand and capacity to worX well 
in tha field. Constant caro is ncc- 
easai-y to prevent -dry rot ia the 
transportation '£nd commissary de- 
partments. 


Our -army is so small ana so 


mucli scattered 'tOva;t St is very diffi- 
cult to gave {fire higher officers (as 
well ca the lower officers an-d the 
enlisted men) n 'chance to practice 
manoeuvres in m-ass and on a com- 
paratively ^ large sc-ale. In time ol 
need no amount of individual ex- 
cellence would avail against the 
paralysis which would fellow ina- 
bility 'to -prork -as a coherent -whole, 
under skillful and -daring leader- 
ship. The congress should provide 


ARMY LABGE ENOUGH. 


It is not necessary to increase our 


army beyond 
its present size at 


this time. But it is necessary to 
keep it at the highest point of effi- 
ciency. The individual units who 
as officers and enlisted men com- 
pose this army, are, we have .good 
reason to believe, at least as effi- 
cient as those of any other army 
in the entire world. It is our duty 
to see that their training is <:f r. 
kind to insure the highest possible 
expression of power to these units 
•whsrt. acting in combination. 


The condit.icns of modem war arc 


suc-li .is U> 
make 
,ir- 
infinitely 


heavier dcnvand than evsr before 
upon 1jie individual character and 
capacity of tho officer and the en- 
listed man. and to make it far more 
diflicuH far men to act together 
wi.;"i cfftc".

«nst or iflie Pariac or Atlantic sea- 
beard, cr ia the region -of the Great 
L.ikes, the nrmy corps when assem- 
bled could 'be inarched from sonic 
inland point to some point on the 
water, thcra embarked, disembark- 
ed aft^r a couple of days' journey 
at some other point, and 
again 


m.irdied inland. 
Only by actual 


handling 'and providing- lor men 
in masses while they arc inarch- 
ing, camping1, embarking, and dis- 
embarking, will it te possible to 
train Ilia liig-her officers to perform 
tlier duties well nnd smoothly. 


DEBT DT7E ARMY AND 'NAVY. 


A gre.it debt is owing1 from the 


public to the men of the 
arroy 


and navy. 
They should 
be so 


treated as to enable them to reach 
the highest point of efficiency, so 
that they may be able 1o respond 
instantly to any demand 
made i 


upon them to sustain the interests 
of the nation and the honor of the 
flag. 
The individual American 


enlisted man is probably on the 
whole A moio formidable 
fighting 


man than the reglar of any other 
army. Every consideration should 
be shown him and in return the 
highest standard of 
usefulness 


should to exacted from him. 
It 


is well -worth while for the con- 
gress to consider whether the pay 
of enlisted men upon second and 
subsequent enlistments should not 
be increased to correspond vith 
the increased value of tht veteran 
soldier. 


Much good has already 
come 


from the act reorganizing- the army 
paassd early in the present ye*r. 
The three prime reforms, all of 
them 
of 
literally 
inestimable 


value, are, first, the substitution 
of four-year details from th« line 
for permanent Appointments In tho 
so-called staff divisions; second, 
the establishment of a corps of ar- 
tillery with, a chief at the head; 
third, 
the 
establishment 
of a 


maximum and minimum limit for 
th« army. 
It would ba difficult 


to overestimate the improvement 
in the efficiency of our army which 
these three reforms are making 
and have in part already effected. 


TEE ARMY RZORGAmZZD. 


The reorganization provided for 


by the act has 'been substantially 
accomplished. The improved con- 
ditions in the Philippines 
have 


enabled the war department ma- 
terially to reduce the military 
charge upon our revenue and to 
arrange the number of soldiers so 
as to bring this number 
much 


nearer the minimum than to the 
maximum established 
by low. 


There is, however, need of supple- 
mentary 
legislation. 
Thorough 


military education must "be pro- 
vided, and in addition to the regu- 
lars the advantages of this edu- 
cation Should be given to the offi- 
cers of the national 
guard and 


others in civil life who desire in- 
telligently to nt themselves 
for 


possible military duty. Tho offl« 
cere should be given the chance to 
perfect themselves by study In th« 
higher branches of this art. At 
West Point the education, should 
be of the kind most apt to turn 
out men who are good In actual 
field service; too 
much, stress 


should not be laid on mathematics 
nor sliould prorficiency therein b« 
held to establish the right of entry 
to a corps d'elite. The typical 
American officer of the best kind 
need not be a good mathematician, 
but he must be able to master 
himself, to control others, and to 
show boldness and fertility of re- 
source in every emergency. 


MILITIA LAWS WORTHLESS. 


Action should be taken in refer- 


ence to the militia and to the rali- 
ing 
of 
volunteer 
forces. 
Our 


militia law is obsolete and <worQi- 
'lesa. The organization, and arma- 
ment of .tho national guard of tho 
several states, which, are treated 
as militia in tho appropriations 'by 
the congress, should be made iden- 
tical with, those provided for tha 
regular 
forces. The obligations 


and duties of tho guard dn time of 
.war should be carefully defined, 
and a system established; by law 
under which the method of proced- 
ure of raising volunteer 
forces 


should be prescribed in advance. 
It is utterly irapossiblo in tha ex- 
citement and haste of impending 
•war to do this satisfactorily if tho 
arrangements have not Twen made 
iong beforehand. Prevision should 
"be made lor utilizing in the first 
volunteer organizations called out 
the training of those citizens who 
have already had experience under 
arms, and especially for the selec- 
tion in advance of the officers of 
any force which may be raised, for 
careful selection of the kind neces- 
sary is impossible after the out- 
break of war. 


That the army is not at all a 


mere instrument of destruction has 
"been shown during the last three 
years. In the Philippines, Cuba 
and Porto Rico it has proved itself 
a great constructive force, a. most 
potent implement for the upbuild- 
ing of a peaceful civilization. 


PENSION'S FOB VETERANS. 


No other citizens deserve so well 


of the republic as the veterans, th« 
survivors of those who savdd tha 
union. 
They did the one deed 


which, left undone would havo 
meant that all else in our history 
went for nothing. 
But for then- 


steadfast prowess in the greatest 
crisis of our history, all our annals 
would be meaningless and our great 
experiment in popular freedom and 
self-government a gloomy failure. 
Moreover, they not only left us a 
united nation, but they left us ilsn 
as an heritage the memory of the 
mighty deeds by which the nation 
was kept united. Wo are now, in- 
deed, one nation, one in fact as well 
as in name; wo are united !n ouv 
devotion to the flag which ia tho 
symbol of national greatness and 
unity; and t>«j v<ry ccaipleteness 
of our union enables us all, in every 
part of the country, to glory in the 
valor shown alike by the sons of 
the north and the sons of the south, 
in tho times that tried men's souls. 


The men who in the last three 


years have done so well in the Hast 
and West Indies and on tha main- 
land of Asia have shown that this 
rccn«nbrancft is not lost. In any 
serious crisis the United Slates 
must rely for the great mass of its 
fig-hting men upon the volunteer 
soleiiety who do uot make a per- 
manent profession of the military 
career; and whenever such a crisis 
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arises the deathless memories of tli* 
civil war will give to Americans 
the lift of lofty purpose 
which 


cgmes to those whos>« fathers have 
stood valiantly in the forefront of 
the battle. 


CIVIL SEEVICE REFORM. 


The merit system of making jp- 


poiutinents is in its essence as dem- 
ocratic nnd American as the com- 
mon school system itself. It simp- 
ly means that iu clerical an:l other 
positions where the duties are en- 
tirely non-political, all applicant 
should have a fair field and no 
favor, each atanding on his merit: 
as he is able to show them by prac- 
tical teat. Written competitive ex- 
aminations offer the only available 
means In many cases for applying 
this system. 
In other cases, as 


where laborers are employed, a sys- 
tem of registration, undoubtedly 
can be widely extended. There are. 
of course, places where the written 
competitive examination cannot be 
applied, and others where it offers 
by no means an ideal solution, but 
where under existing political con- 
ditions it is, though an imperfect 
means, yet the best present means 
of getting satisfactory results. 


Wherever the conditions 
have 


permitted the application of the 
merit system in its fullest nnd 
widest sense, the gain to the gov- 
ernment has been immense. 
The 


navy yards nnd postal service il- 
lustrate, probably better than any 
other branches o£ the government, 
the great gain in economy, ef- 
ficiency and honesty due to the en- 
forcement of this principle. 


REPORM MUST BE EXTENDED. 


I recommend the passage of a law 


which will exteuu the 
classified 


service to the Dls*.rl:t of Colum- 
bia, or will at leas', inable the 
president thus to extend.--. In my 
judgment all laws providing for th* 
temporary employment 
of clerks 


should hereafter contain a provis- 
ion that they be selected uudci1 the 
civil service law. 


It is important to have this sys- 


tem obtain at home, "but it is even 
more important to have it applic 1 
rigidly in our insular possessions. 
Not an office should be filled in the 
Philippines or Porto Rico with any 
regard to the man's partisan affili- 
ations or services, with any regard 
to the political, social or personal 
influence which he inny have at his 
command; in short, heed should he 
paid to absolutely nothing- save the 
man's own character and capacity 
and the needs of the service. 


The -Administration of these is- 


lands should be as wholly fren from 
the suspicion of partisan politics 
as the administration of the army 
and navy. 
AH that we ask from 


the public servant in the Philip- 
pines or Porto Rico is that he reflect 
honor on his country by the way is 
which lie makes that country's nil 
a benefit to the peoples who hov 
come under it. This is all that we 
should ask, and we cannot afford 
to be content with. less. 


The merit system is simply one 


method of securing honest and ef- 
ficient administration of the gov- 
ernment; and in the long run ihe 
sole justification of any type of 
government lies in its 
proving 


itself both honest and efficient. 


CONSULAR REFORMS. 


The consular service is now or- 


ganized under the provisions of a 
law passed in 1856, which is en- 
tirely inadequate to existing condi- 
tions. 
The interest shown by so 


many commercial bodies through- 
out the country in the reorganiza- 


• tion of the service is heartily com- 


mended to your attention. 
Sev- 


eral hills providing for a new con- 
sular service have in recent years 
been submitted 
to the 
congress. 


They are based upon the just prin- 
ciple that appointments to the ser- 
vice should be made only after a 
practical test -of the 
applicant's 


fitness, that promotions should be 
governed 
"by 
trust-worthiness, 


adaptability and zeal in the per- 
formance of duty, and that the ten- 
ure of office should be unaffected 
by partisan considerations. 


The guardianship and fostering 


of our rnpidly ?Kp.inclin£ 
foreign 


commerce, the protection o£ Ameri- 
can citizens resorting to foreign 
countries in lawful pursuit of Uieir 
affairs, and the maintenance of the 
dignity of the nation abroad, com- 
bine to make it essential that our 


will be a transition period during 
which the funds will in. many cases 
have to be held in tiust. This is 
the case also with the lands. A 
stop should be put upaii the indis- 
criminate permission to Indians \ 
to lease their allotments.

The ration system, which is mere- 
ly the corral and the reservation 
by stem, is highly detriment.il to 
the Indians. It promotes begg-ary, 
perpetuates pauperism, and stifles 
industry. 
It is an effectual bar- 


rier to progress. It must continue 
to u, greater or less degree as long 
as tribes are herded 
on reserva- 


tions and have every thin™ in com- 
mon. 
The Indian should be treat- 


ed as an individual—like the white 
man. During the change of treat- 
ment inevitable hardships will oc- 
cur; every effort should be made to 
minimize these hardships; but we 
should noLbccause of them hesitate 
to make the change. There should 
be a continuous reduction 
number of agencies. 


THE LIQUOR EVIL. 


In dealing with the aboriginal 


races few things are mere import- 
ant than to preserve them fiom the

Gcudie, the bookkeeper of the Bank 
of Liverpool, who disappeared at the 
time of the discovery that the bank 
had been robbed 
of about 170,000 


pounds, 
was 
captured 
today 
nt 


Bootle, where he had been in, hiding. 
Goudie had 300 pounds iu his pocket 
when arrested. 
He will be broug-ht 


to London for trial with the other 
men taken into custody in connec- 
tion -with the robbery, two of whom, 
"Dick" Surge, the pugilist, nnd F. T. 
Kelly, the bookmaker, of Bradford, 
were remanded today after a partial 
hearing 
of 
-the 
evidence against 


them. 


Hundreds of people clamored for 


admittance into the small court room 
at Bow street, hardly capable of hold- 
ing those directly interested in the 
cnse. 


Charles Ma thews, counsel for the 


victimized bank, in presenting the 
case against the prisoners, gave the 
first authentic details of the frauds. 
He explained that here had been 27 
checks forged. The first two affect- 
ed Goudie. The next twelve, repre- 
senting 
in value 25,300 pounds, 


would 
be mainly traced to Xelley. 


Another seven, checks, 'aggregating 
53,000 pounds, would be first traced 
to Kelly and afterward to Kelly and 
another person 
not yet before the 


court. 
Six other checks, valued at 


91,000 pounds, would be traced, first 
to Laurie Marks, who paid them into 
his bank accounts. 
But some of,the 


proceeds were also traceable to Berge. 
The whole amount Imd been drawn 
out of the bank of Liverpool by 
checks drawn to the account of B. W. 
Hudson. 


Evidence 
was then presented to 


show that Laurie Marks opened an 
account with the credit Lyonnais at 
the end of 1809. 
In October, 1901, 


he paid in the first Hudson, check, 
amounting to 5,GOO pounds. Later 
lie introduced Surge, who opened an 
account. 
After 
the first Hudson 


check was paid in, in October, Marks 
deposited two more Hudson checks, 
for 16,000 pounds. On November 1 
Burge, accompanied 'by Harks, cash- 
ed a check for 13,000 pounds, receiv- 
ing1 7,000 pounds in notes. 


The same day the identical notes 


were deposited1 by 
James Mnnces, 


whom Marks had in ths meanwhile 
introduced at the bank. Marks, No- 
vember 4, deposited a Hudson check 
for 30,000 pouT-ds, and November 8 
Burge presented a check for 15.000 
•pounds, drawn by Marks in his fav- 
or, while Manccs, the same day, cash- 
ed another Marks' check for 10,000 
pounds. 
A witness testified to a 


number 
of 
similar transactions. 


"When the bank enjoined the amounts 
standing1 to the credit of the accused 
were: Burge, 13.589 pounds; Marks 
10,901 pounds 
and Mances 15,987 


pounds.
